At least the sensing 
device is connected to a homing, which is configured for being transiently immobilized in the 
vicinity of the surgical site (furthei: described m the Figures), The sensing device may be any 
device iJiat is adapted for being placed in vivo (for example, along the GI tract) that can sense 
environment conditions such as the presence of blood, pH, temperature, electrical impedance 
of tissues, electrical c onductivity, etc, and that can transmit (such as by radio) ou^ relating 
to changes in the envizx>mnent conditions.— 
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
